Great Crowd Gathered. 


The foreman of the jury was Frank 


Dare of New Lisbon, Indiana, a re- 
tired farmer. Immense crowds assem- 
bled in the streets about the building 
where the verdicts were being re- 
turned and when the prisoners were 
brought out each handcuffed between 
two deputy marshals, the streets be- 
came so clogged that police had to 
force the people back.

On the organization of the North- 


west Mounted Police Lieut. Col White 
was selected by the late Sir John A. 
Macclonald to take charge of the ad- 
minstration of . the police bureau of 
Ottawa. 
Since that time lie has de- 


'.o'ted himself wholly to affairs in con- 
nection with Western Canada, and.no 
one has done more to advance the in- 
terests of that section of the country. 
Since 1876 he has been at the head ,of 
the Northwest Mounted Police, an or- 
ganization, famous the world over for 
its efficiency and discipline. 
An im- 
portant extension of his work 
was 


undertaken in 1905, when he was ap- 
pointed a special commissioner to ad- 
minister the government of the unor- 
ganized Northwest Territories.

James A. Fathers, and Councilmen R. 
M .Cummings and Chauncey K. Mil- 
timore shall be recalled from office 
were certified by City Clerk Hammar- 
lund today as being insufficient and 
not in accordance with the provisions 
o£ the commission government act. 
The effect of this certification is to 
throw out the petitions submitted and 
necessitate the circulation, signature 
and verification of new petitions if a 
recall election is to be held. 
The 


signers have ten days in which to 
amend the petitions, but from the na- 
ture of the defects they disclose, such 
amendment appears altogether • im- 
probable. 


Not Sufficient Grounds. 


As reasons for declaring the peti- 


tions insufficient the city clerk states 
that they are not in accordance with 
sub-section 925M-3D7 of the statutes of 
1911 because they do not contain a 
sufficient "general statement ot the 
grounds 
upon 
which, 
removal 
is 


sought": that they call for the elec- 
tion of a mayor and two councilmen 
at one time which is illegal, accord- 
ing to the most evident intent and con- 
struction of the statute; and-further- 
more that the verification on various 
sheets of the petitions were made at 
an earlier date than the dates of the 
signatures. This latter 'defect in it- 
self would make the petitions .illegal; 


Another ground for declaring .th'e 


recall petitions illegal is that a num- 
ber of those who signed the affidavits 
could not swear to the genuineness of 
all the signatures. 
SStamination of 


the qualifications, ok. the.signers dis- 
closed the fact that 150 of them were 
not qualified electors, according to in- 
formation based on the; last registra- 
tion and the poll lists ot .the last pres- 
idential election. 
A number of those 


not found electors may be so but the 
information-at hand does not show it 
and the proof o£ their qualifications 
rests 
with 
the 
recall 
supporters. 


Eight signatures were found to be 
duplicated on various' sheets in the 
petitions. 
"' In his findings as to the legal insuf- 
ficiency of the petitions the city clerk 
"has" relied upon an opinion drawn up 
by City Attorney W. H. Dougherty, 
which is made a part of the certifica- 
tion by reference.

Dougherty, with regard 'to the legal- 
ity of the recall petitions filed against 
the mayor and councilmen, delivered

out in a 'general statement' in such. 
manner that the particular officer and 
the' public in general should be ad- 
vised of the complaint.

To., say that the officer, lacks moral

INCENDIARY ATTEMPT 


TO BURN WAREHOUSE 


OF E. M. CALKINS 


Fire Started in Window of Basement 


Went 
Out—Fourth 
Attempt at 


Arson Within Five Weeks. 


Indisputable 
evidence 
of an 
at- 


tempt to burn the tobacco warehouse 
of E. Miller Calkins at 610 Wall 
street, the fourth incendiary attempt 
made in Janesville within five weeks, 
was discovered this morning and re- 
ported to Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment Henry C. Klein., who with J. 
F. Baker of 'the state fire marshal's 
office at once made an investigation. 
Straw and excelsior had been piled 
in a basement window at the rear 
of the building and 
ignited. 
The 


flames caught in the window frame 
and in the wooden siding above it 
and haa evidently gone out of them- 
selves. It appears that the fire was 
started last night, but it may have 
been kindled on the 
previous, even- 


ing. 
This 
circums.ta'nce 
is 
very 


strange .as the walls 
of >the build-' 


ing are very dry and inflammable. 


Stored in the basement are from 


$30,000 to $35000 worth of leaf to- 
bacco, some of it six and seven years 
old and as dry as tinder. The build- 
ings on either side are frame struc- 
tures as are all 
in the' block with 


the exception of one residence, and 
if the fire had obtained headway it. 
would have been 
very 
difficult to 


keep it from spreading and causing 
n r>ossib> fire los<= of $150,000. 
The 


water mains in that vicinity are only 
six inches in diameter and there are 
very few hydrants.

judge of the series.of misfortunes and 
hardships that impelled him to com- 
mit the crime.

had family troubles that drove him 
nearly to distraction and .inevitably he 
turned to drink for solace and stimu- 
lation. For a month he had hardly 
eaten a square meal and no place to 
sleep, except that, given by a few who 
took pity upon. him. 
Often, he had 


walked the strepts until long after 
midnight and once hei 
walked 
to 


South Janesville rathe'r. than ask for 
.lodging at.the police station. 
In fear 


that his'wages would-be .garnished 
he refused to go to work. 
Matthews 


gave his age as ^ forty-nine. With a 
voice quivering with emotion he said: 
"I am a human wreck."

PAYMENT OF TAXES 


Railroad Commission Will Ask Legis- 


lature For Laws Relating to 


Railway Tax Collections. 
[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis!, Dec. 28.—Simultan- 


eous with the preliminary announce- 
ment of the valuation of the 28 street 
railway companies of Wisconsin, the 
state tax commission made public its 
legislative recommendations 
relating 


to the collection ot these taxes in the 
future. The commission asks for the 
passage of a law which will permit the 
street railways to pay 
taxes twice 


•yearly, one-halt of the tax to be paid 
Before March 1 and the 
remaining 


one-half on or before Sept. 1. 
This 


s the method now used in collecting 
steam railroad taxes in this state.^ 


.Case of Steam Road. 


'In the case of steam railroads the 


tax roll is to be completed by Feb. 
I," says the report, "and one-half 
of 


:he tax is made payable on or before 
the fifteenth day of, February, and 
one-half on or before the tenth clay 
of August. The street railway com- 
panies are not required to pay any 
part of the tax until the 
following 


December. A street railway thus es- 
capes any tax during the first year 'of 
its existence. 
Where some other pub- 


ic utility, such as the lighting plant 
or hydro-electric power plant, is fiaken 
over by a street railway company clur- 
ng the early part 
of the year, and 


thus made subject to assessment as a 
part of the entirety by the tax commis- 
sion, the question arises whether such 
part of the whole may be locally as- 
sessed,or whether its absorption by 
:he street railway company absolves 
it from taxation for the year.1' 


The commission has 
always held 


;hat in such cases the property shall 
3e assessed locally, but asks that the 
egislature clear up this ambiguity in 
the law. . 


Change in Distribution. 


Until 1911, eighty-five percent.of the 


:ax collected from street railway com- 
panies was distributed in proportion 
:o the gross receipts of the company 
.n each district through which the line 
passed. 
Under a law passed two 


years ago it it is now distributed 
in 


proportion to the property located and 
business transacted in each district. 
Some country districts receive suffi- 
cient revenues from 
this source to 


meet all ordinary town expenses. The 
tax commission points out that one 
town in Waukesha county received in 
1911 from the street railway 
tax 


$3,916.40. It raised only $078.31 cash 
from taxes upon property. 
Another 


town received $],401.43 in street rail- 
way taxes and raised $896.46 from pro- 
perty 
taxation. 
The 
commission 


states that some change should be 
made so that towns contiguous to the 
line should receive the 
benefit in a 


county apportionment. 
This 
year 


there will be collected from the street 
railways of the state over $55,000,000. 
The final assessment rolls 
will be 


closed Jan. 10.

Edward J. M,cClernand, 
famous 


as an Indian fighter, closed his active 
career In the army today. Tomorrow 
he will reach his sixty-fourth birthday 
anniversary, and will be placed' in the 
retired list in accordance with the law. 
Few of the present-day officers of the 
United States army are more, widely 
known, than Gen. McClernand. 
He 


was born in Jacksonville, 111., the son 
of jGen. John A. McClernand, one of 
the famous Union commanders in the 
civil war. After graduating from West 
Point in 1870 he 
was appointed 
a 


second lieutenant of the Second Caval- 
ry and has been identified with 
the 


cavalry arm of the service ever since. 
When less than two years in the ser- 
vice he received his baptism of fire 
in a battle with the Indians at Pryor 
Creek in 1872. 
Several years later 


he participated in the rescue of the 
remnant of Custer's command, and in 
1877 tie assisted in the 
capture "of 


Chief Joseph and- his band of Nez 
Perces Indians 
in the 
Bear . Paw 


Mountains. For his distinguished ser- 
vices in the pursuit of the Nez Perces 
he was promoted to the rank of first 
lieutenant and later was awarded the 
Congressional Medal of Honor. Gen. 
McClernand saw 
active 
service 
in 


'Cuba and Porto Rico during the war 
with Spain and later held an import- 
ant comand in the 
Philippines. 
In 


the war between Russia and Japan 
he was one of the United States at- 
taches with the Japanese army in the 
Manchurian campaign.

At th« recent annual meeting of 


life Insurance examining physi- 
cians at Das Moines, la., the in- 
creasing mortality of adult age 
was emphasized. It was shown 
that diseases that formerly at- 
tacked men after sixty now ap- 
pear at forty. This accords with 
the result of .recent investiga- 
tions in Ehgland leading to the 
conclusion that the cancer age 
is gradually lowering, while ths 
mortality is increasing. Dr. Mil- 
roy, and others, believed that 
the increasing mortality is due 
to extravagant diet and prophe^ 
sied "that unless the people '•e- 
turn to a simpler diet there will 
be an even greater mortality in 
the older ages." 
There is. no 


higher authority on longevity 
and mortality in general than tn- 
surance examiners. The obvious 
lesson is that diet should be 
simplified, the monodiet being 
the ideal, which will be only ap- 
proached in practice.

For .instance, -the government 
set out that the union executive board

$1,000 a month, for which he would be 
required to give no accounting. Let-

tion, sent word as to what jobs should 
be blown up.

been reduced to

v As a motive for the crimes charged 
the government referred to the strike 
against employers of non-union labor, 
consisting of

policy, 
employing 
workmen regardless of whether they 
belonged to the union or not.

strike never has been called off. It 
was,alleged that a warfare waged by 
the .union spread all over the country

ging,- slugging to dymnamite, and dy- 
namite to nitroglycerin." 
• /MeNamara, at the 
headquarters of 


ttite: union in 
Indianapolis, 
although 
later named by witnesses

tive perpetrator of the explosions, was 
then unsuspected by the contractors. 
But the . advent 
of McManigal and 
James B. McNamara, brother of the 
union secretaiy, as regularly 
hired 
dynamiters, working under John J.'s 
direction, and as McManigal charges, 
with Hockin's 
leadership, 
the 
ex- 
plosions became so bold as to arouse 
suspicion that they were 'the work of 
an organized band. 
Detectives already had- been work- 


ing on the case when the killing of 
21 people in Los Angeles by a bomb 
set. off at 1 o'clock in the morning, 
showed that the 'desperation of the 
dynamiters had reached the murder 
stage. 
Much'of .the evidence that, was pre- 


cluded .'at Los Angeles by the pleas of 
guilt of the-McNamara brothers came 
out here: - Federal Judge 
Albert B. 


Anderson ruled that while the specific 
charges were illegal t'ransportation all 
other evidence relative to explosions 
might be offered as showing a motive.

Johnnsen 


were 
behind- it." Testimony about 


Johannsen was

tor." 


J. E. Munsey, Salt Lake City; was 
charged with harboring the Los An- 
ge'es dynamiters for two weeks. 
A 


tailor in Salt Lake City said he alter- 
ed clothes for the 
dynamiters, and 
other witnesses said they saw Mun- 
sey, also known as "Jack Bright," and 
McNamara together. 


Clancy was again mentioned as be- 


ing in Boston when the Pacific coast 
explosion occurred, -and as hurrying 
west 
after 
telegraphing 
"Clean 


house," meaning, as the government 
charged, to destroy evidence. H. W." 
Pohlman, of Seattle, was mentioned 
as bringing McNamara and Clancy to-' 
gether in that city. 


OE all the defendants Herbert S. 


Hockin was probably the most con- 
spicuous in the testimony. 


Hockin's Story. 


The story of Hockin, as told1, was: 


As an organizer for the union he in- 
duced McManigal to do dynamiting. 
Then he began to "hold out" on the 
day allowed McManigal for jobs. This 
resulted in quarrels, and the McNa- 
maras decided to have little to &o with 
"him. Knowing this, Hockin went to 
a contractor 
in Pittsburgh 
and be- 
trayed the dynamiters. That was be- 
fore the loss of life at Los Angeles. 
Later Hockin worked for Burns, while 
still remaining as an 
official o£ the 


union, and when the federal jury be- 
gan work in Indianapolis, Hockin took 
information to the government. 
The testimony at the trial resulted 


in the increasing of"'Hockin's bonds, 
so that he was confined1 to jail. Hockin 
asserted to those 
for whom he was 
accused as acting as a spy, that he 
took no part in dynamiting, but wit- 
nesses from Muncie, Ind., and at Cin- 
cinnati pointed him out as the man 
to whom they actually 
sold explo- 


sives. 
Hockin again was the 
man most 


mentioned by McManigal. 
"After he 


had induced me to blow up a job-in 
Detroit in 
1907," 
said McManigal, 
"Hockin told me there was no use of 
my attempting to quit now, as they 
had the goods on me. I asked him 
who was going to pay me 
for my 


work. ,-He said the executive board 
had set side a limited' fee o£ $125 for 
each job and expenses. I told him it 
was too little' for a thing like that. 
He replied my family would be taken 
car'e -of i£ anything happened. So I 
went to Bloomville, Ohio, and got an 
order from Nat France to Bill Carey, 
who was the keeper of a magazine 
where dynamite was stored for use in 
a stone quarry, and they let me have 
some without knowing what I was 
going to do with it. I used it to blow 
up a derrick at Clinton, Iowa, Feb. 16, 
190S. 


"Hockin two weeks late visited me 


again in Chicago .anl said he did not 
have enough money to pay expenses 
for the Clinton, job, but for me to go 
to the . hall .q£- the .'local union. iWhen 


[ went there the secretary, R. H. Hou- 
lihan, gave me an envelope containing 
|165. Houlihan said: "There is money 
in that.1' 


In July of 190S, according to 
Mc- 


Manigal, Hockin met him 
in Buffalo 


and after pointing out a viaduct, said 
he wanted to get to Canada before the 
explosion took place. About 11 o'clock 
that night McManigal set off the dyna-^ 
mite with a sixty-foot fuse. 
He saidj 


Hockin met him later in Chicago and 
paid him. 
Then Hockin asked McManigal 
to 


go to St. Louis, but he refused, and 
went instead to Holyoke, Mass., where 
an explosion failed because the dyna- 
mite was buried in the ground too long, 
McManigal said. 


Up to March, 1909 Hockin was the 


only man who knew me as a dyna- 
miter," said McManigal. "Just before 
that date he arranged for me to go to 
Boston and see M. J. Young regarding 
the job on the Boston Opera House 
which was blown up.'' 
Later on in- 


struction from Hockin, 
McManigal 


said he went to Hoboken to' confer 
with Frank C. Webb, of New York, 
about blowing up a viaduct. A dis- 
pute arose and McManigal told Webb 
that Hockin was paying for the work 
and he purposed to follow instruc- 
tions. 


"HocSin paid me $250 for the Bos- 


ton and Hoboken jobs," said McMani- 
gal. ."Then it was arranged I should 
meet J. B. McNamara for the first 
time. Hockin had telegraphed me to 
meet him in Indianapolis. 
We went 


from there to Muncie, Ind., where we 
met J. B. Hockin made all arrange- 
ments here about getting rigs, boxes 
and cans for the nitro-glyceriii he was 
negotiating for. 
He had me bux 
a 


piano box and rent a house, fill barrels 
with sawdust and put them 
in the 


house for storing the exposives. Hock- 
in paid me for the rent of the house 
and arranged with a well-shooter to 
get uitro-glycerin, which we transfer- 
red to the house in Muncie. 


"In February, 1910, in Chicago, I 


received a telegram from Hockin to 
come to Indianapolis. 
I did not go, 


but J. B. McNamara came to Chicago 
and told me Hockin had sent him to 
explain a, new invention. J. B. ex- 
plained about the alarm clock arrange- 
ment by which we in the future were 
to regulate 
the time for 
exploding 


bombs. A few days later 
Hockin 


wired me to come 
to Indianapolis, 


where he and I and J. J. McNamara 
fully went over the 
clock scheme. 


"With it I went to Mt. Vernon, 111., and 
Bulled off a job on a power house, for 
which Hockin paid me $125." 


It was in the summer of 1910 when 


explosions were 
frequent that • Mc- 


Manigal said his relations with Hockin 
were broken off because he discovered 
Hockin had been keeping part of his 
.pay. About that same time witnesses 
said Hockin began to give information 
about the dynamiters. 


Edward,; Smythe of Peoria, 111., also 


was accused by McManigal as having 
personally-pointed out jobs to be blown 
up. A hotel keeper related that after 
the explosion, Smythe examined the 
hotel register, and later the page on 
which McManigal had registered was 
found ,to be torn out. McManigal said 
Smythe arranged to go to a- theatre 
the night of the explosion and prove 
an alibi by keeping the seat checks. 


President Ryan, of the iron workers' 


union, and all the other 
defendants 


were charged with being principals to 
the conspiracy through the'writing ot 
letters. Ryan's defense was that the 
McNamaras and those who confessed 
alone knew that a "dynamiting cam- 
paign" was being carried on, and that, 
the executive board members did not 
know what Secretary McNamara did 
with the $1,000 monthly appropriated 
for his use without his .being required 
to give an'^accounting. ! 


Beyond doubt the testimony which 


attracted keenest interest was 
.that 


which related to the blowing up of the 
Los Angeles "Times1' building. That 
a man could deliberately 
buy 
500 


pounds of high explosives with the 
purpose only of destroying 
property 


gave unusual zest to that party of the 
story. 


Unrestricted by the court, the gov- 


ernment went into every available de- 
tail of James B. McNamara's activity 
on the Pacific coast which was consid- 
ered essential to the charges here. The 
dynamiter's arrival in San Francisco, 
alter he left his brother's office in In- 
dianapolis in July, 1910, his accom- 
panying McManigal as far as Chicago, 
his sending back to McManigal a post- 
card giving him greetings from the far 
fest, and saying, "The best of friends 
must part,''; the dynamiter's wander- 
ings about San Francisco, his meeting 
with Clancey in Seattle, his "taking 
lessons," from an electrical expert in 
Seattle in how to\set off a bomb by a 
spark instead of by. a fuse, his causing 
an explosion in Seattle, and his return 
to Saa Francisco preparatory to going 
to Los Angeles, were all traced. 


A woman in San Francisco who rent- 
ed a room to McNamara, a woman who 
rented a room to Schmidt, and another 
woman friend of 
Caplan, telephone 


operators who connected 
McNamara 


with the powder company which sold 
him the nitro-gelatine, the men from 
whom he, Schmidt and iCaplan rented 
the launch used to carry the explosive; 
a clerk who sold the •aluminum letters 
by which the name of the launch was 
disguised; a man who rented the house 
in which the 500 pounds of nitro-gela- 
tine was stored in San Francisco; a 
clerk in a hotel in Los Angeles 
to 


whom McNamara bid "good night" at 
about 7 o'clock at night, after 
the 
bomb had been set in "Ink Alley" in 
the "Times" building, and policemen 
who ran: to the wreck after the build- 
ing was destroyed and McNamara .had 
fled, all testified. 


In connection with the explosion tae 
story of William J. Burns was given 
His son, Raymond J. Burns, also re- 
lated how detectives had McNamara 
and McManigal pointed out to them on 
Nov. 6, 1910, five months and six days 
before the arrests were made. In the 
meantime these dynamiters were fol- 
lowed on a hunting trip to northern 
Wisconsin, but they escaped the de- 
tectives and ten more explosions oc- 
curred. Burns said he 
was looking 


for "men higher up.1' 


McManigal testified, and others tes- 


tified that Hockin had said many more 
explosions were planned 
just about 


the time of the arrests of the dyna- 
moters. 
These proposed plots were: 


To blow up the locks of the Panama 
canal; to blow up various buildings in 
eastern cities where the offices 
of 


"open shop" contractors .were located; 
to blowup many railroad bridges, -and 
even to cause more explosions on the 
Pacific; coast,

Back in the e.arly eighties were two 


young men in the show business, one 
by the name.ot John Dorris, and the 
other William Bachelor. v.Dorris was 
a high class advance mart who 
had 


been in the business several years, 
always drawing a good salary and say- 
ing.a goodly part o£ it, Billy Bache- 
lor was a performer and a high sal- 
aried one and he too knew well how 
to care for his hard earned monty. - 


After the close of the show one fall 


Dorris and Bachelor got together and 
made up their minds to put a show 
on the road, and while they had quite 
a little pot'of money when they came 
to put in a circus and menagerie on 
the road the show did 
not look so 


much, but they were both high class 
in their business and made the money 
count wherever it was possible. 


When it started out in the spring 


all brand new it looked the part of 
the high class show which it was, but 
not a very big one. 
They went by 


wagon and took 
in only the small 


towns and the show was 
from the start. 


a winner 


The show got started and in a few 


years it was put on cars and 
launched out as a big show. 


was 
The 


Forepaugh.show showed in opposition 
to Bachelor arid Dorris at 
different 


times and we always found that the 
Dorris and Bachelor show was. ,our 
real opponent and stood well 
in 


favor with the public. 


The show prospered 
for several 


years and some time early in 
the 


eighties'Billy 
Bachelor 
concluded 


that he had made all the money that 
he would need it carefully managed 
and sold out to his partner John B. 
Dorris. 
Later the show struck hard 


luck in first one .way .'ind then 
an- 


other and along late in the eighties 
the John B. Dorris. show went pn the 
rocks at St. :Loiifs, Missouri. 


Everything was gone and Mr. Dor- 


ris never was before the public again 
as a prominent owner of a show. Dor- 
ris was a large, fine looking man with 
jet black h'air and came on the Foree- 
pau'gh show after his failure and paid 
a visit to Mr. Forepaugh. .And this 
was the last-.time I saw John B. Dor- 
ris until1' two|, years ago last Febru- 
ary. 


I was passing the Myers House cor- 


ner when an old gentleman with snow 
white hair tapped on the window and 
motioned for me to come in. 
He 


shook hands with me and called 
me 


by name and then /said, "Dave, don't 
you know me?" 
I could not place 


him for a moment • until he com- 
menced to smile and I said, 
"Is it 


John B. Dorris?" 
"This is the rera- 


possible this is 
"Well," he said, 
nants." 
He was here as advance manager 


for Mae Robson who was to appear 
here later at the opera" house in "The 
Rejuvenation ot Aunt Mary."

Dorris had to leave on an early train 
so that we had but little time to vis^t. 


pecially if you were an owner or 
a 


manager/but I have always kept with 
high class attractions, always have 
had a good salary and perhaps 
the 


end may be just as well." 
He was 


taking his attraction west as far as 
the coast and their season he said 
would probably last about forty-three 
weeks. Nobody stood higher as ad- 
vance'a gent or 
manager than John 


B. Dorris, which always'assured him 
of a good position. 
In the middle seventies a man by 


the name- of W. C. Coup who 
for 


many years had been connected with 
the Forepaugh show in different ways 
conceived the idea with other prom- 
inent show men of starting out what 
was known as the New York Hippo- 
drome. P. T. Barnum -as w-ell as W. 
C. Coup and a few others interested 
started out the ^greatest hippodrome 
that ever was put on the road. 
It 


was so large they could only show 
on fair grounds and was a world of 
expense to get over the road. 


In showing in a town down In Illi- 


nois an incident happened which I'll 
tell you about 
.In announcing 
the 


coming of the great show it was ad- 
vertised in newspapers and along the 
bill boards that it was such a mamoth 
institution that it took twenty mana- 
gers to handle it, while in, fact W. C. 


TTVes ot men who were famous years 
ago in'the show business'and go to 
show the ups and downs of that kind 
of a show arid the chances they had 
to take.

In eighteen and eighty-two 
Sam 


Watson who was in Europe for Adam 
Forepaugh discovered a giant in Lon- 
don, England by the name o£ Henry 
Cooper.

the summer time was on exhibition in 
the side show and in the winter was 
leased to the museums.
